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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims have been entered. Claims 1 , 7, and 40 are 
currently amended, claims 2-4, 8, 14-27, 31-39, and 42 are cancelled, and new claims 
44-49 have been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 5-7, 9-13, 28-30, 40, 41 , and 43-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The only prior art of record that suggests encoding the characters sequences as 
a sequence of sounds of a musical character (Osaku et al., used in previous rejection) 
has been convincingly demonstrated by the applicant to teach away from entering the 
address of a remote service system where the translation of a site code to a URI will be 
performed through series of tones with a musical character. 

Therefore, there would be no suggestion to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of invention to encode a character sequence representing the address of a remote 
service system where a site code is to be translated to a corresponding URI with tones 
of a musical character. 

Additionally, new independent claims 44 and 47 are directed to the generation of 
the sound-sequence, and also require that the address of the service system where the 
translation of a site code to a URI will be performed is encoded by a sound sequence of 
a musical character, and thus are allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
